offering to sdll or distribute, or transporting into the State, certain bodily fluids
or bodily fluid adulterants; establishing certain pendlties; defining certain
terms; and generally relating to certain drug or alcohol screening tests.

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1 2 FOR EACH SUBSEQUENT VIOLATION, A FELONY- MISDEMEANOR AND
2 ON CONVICTION IS SUBJECT TO IMPRISONMENT NOT EXCEEDING 5 3 YEARS OR A
3 FINE NOT EXCEEDING $16:600 $5,000 OR BOTH.
